It la the greatest battle of the war. U
began Sunday, and is still raging. This
was announced officially today In the
following statement:

"The biggest battle of this war began
yesterday (Sunday). The Trent goes from
NanteuU-le-Haudou- ln through Meaux to
Verdun. The French and British armies
are engaged."

The front along which the Germans
and the allies are engaged is approxi
mately 160 miles long. From Nanteull-Ie-Haudou-

to Meux It extends In a south-
easterly direction. From Meux It stretches
eastward In a crooked line to Verdun.

The Idea of the German commander in
throwing out his extreme western wing
into a northerly direction was, evidently,
taken to present a front to the heavy
French force stationed along the Marne
River from Meux westward to Paris.

The batUe was, evidenUy. opened upon
the extreme right flank of the German
line which had taken up a posiUon north
of the Grand Morln. a tributary of the
Marne east of Paris. An earlier official
announcement gave notice of fighting
there, stating that the allies had come
into contact with the west wing of the
German line in that region. The French
were said to have begun an offensive
operation, pushing northward to the
Ourcq River at a point above La Ferte- -

e.

Meux is twenty-thre- e miles east of
Paris. Rhelms (which city the Germans
claim to have occupied Saturday) is fifty-eigh- t

miles east by northeast from Meux.
Verdun, which Is given as the extreme
eastern flank of the battle lines. Is sixty-thre- e

miles east by southeast from
Rhelms.

Nanteul-le-Haudou- lies on a line

The war office statement says:
"The allied armies have again come

into contact on our left wing, under
good conditions, with the right wing of
the enemy on the banks of Grand Morin
Around Paris the engagement began
Saturday between the allied army and
the flank of the advance guard of the
German right has extended. We have
advanced to the River Ourcq without
great resistance. The situation of the
allied armies appears good as a wnoie.

An earlier official announcement had
claimed a French advantage southeast
of Paris, but the fight was admitted a
small one.

IlrltUh In Center of I.tne.
The British forces have taken up their

position in the center of the line, flanked
on the right and left by French troops
Owing to the extended formation of the
allied line in Its rearward movement
during the past fortnight many detach-
ments of officers and privates have be-
come separated from the main force.'but
It Is hoped they have escaped capture
and soon will rejoin the colors.

The superior numbers of theeGermans
Is offset by these facts:-

The allies in their rearward movement
have practically selected their own bat-
tlefield for the decisive engagement whlcn
seems to be at hand; the Germans are
on the point of complete exhausUon by
their forced marches under a sun of
tropical qualities.

The weather has been exceptionally hot
for early September, but it has proved
a greater hardship for the Invaders than
it has for the defenders.

Fighting between Rethen and Verdun
in the extreme eastern part of France
is taking place upon difficult territory.

Wilson's Envoy Tells Him

Terms on Which Recogni-

tion Will Be Granted.

THREE PLANS OFFERED

Administration Not Perturbed by Re-

ported Jntent to Attack Funston.

Zapata Explains Stand.

Paul Fuller, special representative of
President Wilson, yesterday outlined to
Gen. Carranxa in the Palace at Mexico
City the terms under which the United
States will recognize the constitutionalist
government and withdraw Its troops
from Vera Cruz. Three alternative pro-
positions were laid before Carranza by
Fuller, according to high authority In
Washington.

The first proposition was that Car-
ranza declare himself provisional presi-
dent of Mexico, this action obligating
him, under the Mexican constitution,
not to become a candidate for president
at the ensuing election. In this cake
the United States will Immediately recog
nize the republic and evacuate Vera
Cruz. This plan, it is understood. Is the
one favored bv Villa, who does not want
Carranza to become President-Fre- e

to Ran for President.
The second plan Is that Carranza. now

provisional president of the Constitution-
alist party government under the plan of
Guadalupe, resign in favor of his minister
of foreign affairs, who shall in turn de-

clare the Constitutionalist government to
be the established government of Mexico.
In this case the United States will grant
immediate recognition and withdraw its
troops and Carranza will be free to be
come a candidate for President- - Senator
Fabela Is the present foreign minister
under Carranza, but it is expected that
Senor Calderon will assume that office
within a few days.

The third plan, and the one favored
by the United States, and presumably
by Carranza. is that Carranza shall re-

tain power as first chief of the revolution
merely, until after a legal election shall
have been held, when he can become
elective President of Mexico. In that
event the American troops will remain
at Vera Cruz until after Carranza be-

comes President by election. Recognition
of the new government will be deferred
until the same date.

Fuller expects to receive Carranza's
answer within a day or two.

Administration Unperturbed.
Imperturbability characterizes the atti-

tude of the administration with regard
to the allegations that new discord ts
fomenting In Mexico Nevertheless, a
report was current here again yesterday
that Carranza had suspended train serv-
ice between the capital and Vera Crux
and that Gen. Funston had threatened
reprisals.

MaJ. Gen. Wotherspoon. Acting Secre-
tary of War. designated as "without a
shadow of truth" these rumors, as well
as the more serious report that Carranza
contemplates active operations against
Funston's forces at Vera Cruz.

At the State Department reports were
from Paul M. Fuller and John

R. Sllliman from Mexico City, in which
it was said that there would be a con-

ference of generals and governors of va-
rious States on October 1 to carry out
the plan of Guadalupe looking to the
establishment of a permanent

7npata Grim Invitation.
The constitutionalist agency here is-

sued this statement yesterday
"Advices received today from Mexico

City are to the effect that the commis-
sion that Carranza sent to treat with
Zapata In regard to the latters alle-
giance to the new government has re-

ported to Carranza that, while the rebel
chief of the south is in sympathy and
accord with Carranza. he does not de-

sire to give his formal allegiance until
he Is certain that the program of agra-
rian reforms for which he stands will be
approved by the constitutionalists

"Zapata requested that Carranza adopt
the plan of Ayula. which embodies -
definite scop of action in regard to the
land question, rather than the plan ot
Guadalupe, which is merely generic in
Its outline.

"Carranza. In a reply to Zapata, points
out that he is bound to carry out the
Plan of Guadalupe on which the reo-lutis- n

was based. andSSs not at liberty
to adopt any other. However, he says
that he is personally In favor of the
agrarian reforms as laid down In the
plan of Ayula.

"For the purpose of showing Zapata
the sincerity of the new government
and to allow him to have a voice in
shaping legislation, Carranza in his note
Invites Zapata to attend the convention
called for October 1."

RUSSIANS' CRY:

saber and dispatched as many more be-
fore he fell, exhausted, to the ground.

Two Russian, armies are marching to
Invade Hungary from the east and north
while a third la forcing back combined
Austrian and German forces that are
trying to avert a march on Posen and
thence straight on Berlin, according to
an announcement made by the general
staff today.

The forces that will proceed through
Lorgo Pass are said to be five army
corps (200,000 men) and those hedged for
Uzlck Pass eight corps (331,000 men).

It was learned today that the Russian
army which was checked In the vicinity
of Allenstein has been heavily reinforc
ed, among the new forces sent to the
Tront being Asiatic trops from Siberia
and Manchuria. Large forces are also
proceeding north from Warsaw.

The general staff states that the Ger-
mans who occupied points in Russian Po-
land near the frontier at the outbreak of
the war are evacuating their positions.

The Russians approached Tarnopol on
August 3. The Austrlans had thrown up
earthworks, on which were mounted
heavy guns. When the Russians got
within range, the Austrlans began bom-
barding them with artillery. The Rus-
sians pressed forward against this fire,
and soon were within rifle range. For
three hours the Austrlans held off the
Invaders, but the Russians refused to
retreat.

Finally the Russian Infantrymen gained
a foothold In the trenches and hand-to-han- d

fighting ensued. The Austrlans
were drhen from their works and fell
back upon the town.

Prepared Warm Rect'Iitlnn,
In Tarnopol preparations had been made

to give the Russians a warm reception
Sharpshooters were concealed In the
upper floors of houses and rapid fire
guns were planted In the belfries of the
churches. There was furious flghUng
before the streets and houses were
clearedof Austrlans.
